The Des Moines County Board of Supervisors met in regular session at the Court House in Burlington at 9
AM on Tuesday, January 14, 2020, with Chairman Tom Broeker, Vice-Chair Jim Cary and Member Bob Beck
present.

Unless otherwise noted, all motions passed unanimously. The Pledge of Allegiance was conducted.

Meet with Department Heads: County Auditor Terri Johnson stated the 2020 candidate filing information
will be posted on the county website. County Attorney Lisa Schaeffer reported they are preparing for a murder trial
next week and working on the budget. Assistant Land Use Administrator Jarred Lassiter reported the Flood Plain
Advisory board meet to review ordinance updates. County Engineer Brian Carter reported crews are completing
cleanup and repairs. The snow/ice event predicted over the weekend was not as extreme as predicted. Crews did go
out Saturday for any ice that may have accumulated. CDS Director Ken Hyndman stated his office is busy and he
will be reviewing applications for the General Assistance position. Sheriff Mike Johnstone spoke about the issue in
West Burlington on Monday and the tragic ending to the situation. Johnstone stated a better system is needed for
mental health issues and thanked all agencies involved. Jail Administrator Doug Ervine reported the jail population
is 95. Others present were: Conservation Director Chris Lee, IT Director Colin Gerst and County Treasurer Janelle
Nalley-Londquist

Payroll Reimbursement claims in the amount of $298.00 and Non-Cash Taxable in the amount of $161.95
was presented. Beck motioned to approve and seconded by Cary.

Jarred Lassiter presented the subdivision request. This is a one-lot subdivision containing 20 acres. It is located in
Section 13 of Franklin Twp. along 111" Ave.
